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(57) [Abstract] 
[Purpose] 

This invention concerns an index-integrated ball-point pen that makes it possible to carry 
a writing implement and indexes integrated therein at all times and thereby making office work 
convenient by a constitution where the indexes [Post It (registered trademark) (commodity name 
of a certain company) or the like] that can be sequentially taken out (pop jet) are mounted in the 
: fop part -of the ball-point pen. ' r ' :rf '""" 
[Constitution] 

The top part of a ball-point pen 1 is cut off. Indexes 3 to be alternately taken out is 
provided in an index spacer 2 to hold the indexes. The index spacer 2 is inserted into the top part 
of the ball-point pen 1 and a slide cover 4 is fitted on the cut-off top part of the ball-point pen.

An index-integrated ball-point pen that has a constitution where 

(A) the upper half of the ball-point pen 1 is cut off, 

(B) an index spacer 2 consisting of a rectangular board is provided on the edge of a cylinder, 

(C) indexes 3 that are alternately taken out are fitted in the index case 2, 

(D) the indexes 3 and index spacer 2 are inserted into the cut-off part of the ball-point pen 1 , and 

(E) the slide cover 4 is fitted on the cut-off upper part of the ball-point pen. 
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[Detailed Explanation of the Invention] 
[001] 

[Field of Industrial Application] 

This invention concerns an index-integrated ball-point pen that makes it possible to carry

[Related Art] 

Traditionally, a ball-point pen is constitutionally separated from indexes. 

[003] 

[Problems To Be Solved] 

Traditionally, a ball-point pen is constitutionally separated from indexes. When you write 
a comment in an index attached on a paperwork, you need to make preparations by first getting 
an index and ball-point pen. This presents the following problems: 

(A) When you write a comment in a paperwork using an index, you always need to manage the 
ball-point pen and the index at the same time that are separately managed. 

(B) When you go to a meeting or the like, you have to remember to take indexes with you. 



(C) And you need to keep them in your pockets or a container for pens such as a pen case. It is a 
hassle to always think about indexes. It is extremely inconvenient and hassle for participants at 
meetings or people who organize paperwork to do. Additionally it lowers their productivity and 
waste their time. Manufacturers have tried to make a device to solve this problem and invested 
an enormous amount of money for research and prototypes, however, they have been unable to 
solve it. This invention was made to meet earnest requests from these- users. -

[Means for Solving the Problem] 

This invention has the following constitution: (A) the upper half of the ball-point pen 1 is 

cutoff, 

(B) an index spacer 2 consisting of a rectangular board is provided on the edge of a cylinder, 

(C) indexes 3 that are alternately taken out are fitted in the index case 2, 

(D) the indexes 3 and index spacer 2 are inserted into the cut-off part of the ball-point pen 1, and 

(E) the slide cover 4 is fitted on the cut-off upper part of the ball-point pen.

[Mode for Carrying out the Invention] 

To use an index, you push down the slide cover located at the upper part of the ball-point 
pen, thereby the tip of the index is pushed out from the aperture so that you can take as many 

indexes as you need by pulling the tip. Indexes are structured in such a manner that the end 
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portion of the first index is attached to the beginning portion of the second index, which allows 
you to take out indexes sequentially. After you take out the index, you push up the slide cover to 
close, thereby it can be used as a ball-point pen. 
[006] 

[Embodiments] 

-This invention is an index-integrated ball-point pen having a constitution wherein the 
indexes^that ; aie jjitejrnateiy taken out are fitted in the index spacer 2. The rectangular par+ofe 
the spacer is held by the first index. Then the index 3 and index spacer 2 are inserted together 
into the cut-off part of the ball-point pen 1 from the top. The slide cover 4 is fitted on the cut-off 
top part of the ball-point pen. The indexes are contained in the index spacer where the indexes 
are bundled, thereby making it easy to be pulled out sequentially. The index and the index spacer 
are inserted from the top part of the ball-point pen. After the slide cover is closed, it can be placed 
in a pocket of a jacket or the like. In order to attach an index to a note or the like, you push down 
the slide cover to take out indexes as needed. Thereafter, you can use it as a ball-point pen after 
closing the slide door.

[Effects] 

This invention allows you to write a memo without carrying indexes with you, especially 
when you are away from your desk, such as a meeting or the like.
